rniteti .Slates. The ("onstllutlon 
was to foriiially lake effect when 
nine states had rutitled It ami uD 
June 11, 1788, New Uuiupshlre 
rounded out the neceesary quota 
of the Mtutes. This beat Vir- 
ginia for the decMlas ^ 
only four daya. 

ne beginnlaga oC Mew Bamp- 
shire lead back to Oaptain Ma- 
aoa, who had beaa g ofetaer of 
Portaaiottth la Bampahire. Bng- 
laad. Thus was the name of 
the coloay -derived and alao that 
of its first city, Portsmouth. As 
a reward for Muhod's falthful- 
Dess to King Charles he was al- 
lotted a large territory north of 
the Merrlmac river. The Unit 
settlements were started In Ht!3 
In Rye and Dover. Shortly after, 
a theoluKlcul dispute arose In 
Boston, led hy .Mrs. Anne Uuloh- 
inson, which resulted in her be- 
ing banished. Some of her fol- 
lowers went oortli and founded 
Exeter, not far from the towDS 
of Portsmouth and Dover. Short- 
ly after the town of Hampton 
waa aettled by Maaaachaaetts 
people. Aa Captain Maaoo died 
aooB after thla theae fear towns 
la 1S«1 Jdaad OMaiaeiTaa to 
Maaaarhaaatta. la MIS, howeTer. 
Rlag Oharlee n aeparated them 
again and formed the royal prov- 
ince of New Hampshire. 

The present area of New 
Hampshire is 9,341 square miles. 
From the rugged aspect of Its 
White nnmntulns has come the 
uaiue Uruiilte stitte. by which It 
Is often popularly called. The 
population of .New Uuiupshlre 
warrunts an ele<-toral vote of 
four for president.
